New 'Westminster, April 21.— Work is 
progressing on the New Westminster 
bridge nt a satisfactory rate, and the in- 
dications ure that all the constructive 
work of piers will he finished before 
tho annuai freshet. Just now the cen- 
tro of attraction is number two pier, 
■where the deepest -water is encountered, 
as in the other cases a temporary wharf 
was 'built over tho spot, the piles form- 
ing a case into which tho caisson was 
iloated preparatory to being filled with 
concrete and sunk. But, owing to the 
rreut depth of the river at this point, 
X) feet, it became necessary to use piles 
105 feet long. The caisson 'is now down 
few feet into the sand and gravel 
which forms the bottom, and it will not 
be long till this, the last, biff pier is 
completed. Tho caisson is built with a 
cutting edge, and having a well hole in 
the centre. Through this the sand and 
gravel is taken up by a very powerful 
pump, ISO pounds hydraulic pressure. 
As soon as the affair is down the de- 
sired distance, the well hole is also till- 
ed up with concrete. This ranks among 
the deepest piers known. Unfortunate- 
ly for sight-seers, little is to bo seen of 
all this interesting work. After this, 
only a few piers in shallow water on 
tho city side remain to be built. In tho 
meantime the long approach on the 
South side is neuring completion, aud 
very soon work on the superstructure 
will be commenced. Some material is 
already here, and as tho rest arrives 
from 'Montreal, it will be hauled on 
ears to its future position. When one 
realizes the tremendous pressure against 
the big caisson from the current and 
lido, it is easy to ■ see why the con- 
tractors are anxious to complete this 
part o£ tho work before high wator 
comes. . , 

They liavo been greatly favored so 
far, for tho water in the Fraser is un- 
usually low for this time of the year. 
As there is a largo snowfall in the in- 
terior aud the snow has hardly com- 
menced to leave the Coast range. If 
this melts' at tho sumo time as that ou 
tlie Rockies there will l>e a. Hood. 

During tho past week the death oc- 
curred of a . former resident here, Dr.

Last fall lie re- 
turned North and commenced practis- 
ing in Lillooct, and during tho late (pro- 
vincial by-election compaign he relieved 
Dr. Sandon while tho latter wan 
canvassing the riding against Mr. 
Semliu. It was whilo thus engaged and 
overworked that he had his feet badly 
frozen, so that one had to be amputated. 
As this only gave temporary relief, he 
was brought here to enter the Boyu. i 
Columbian Hospital, but the journey 
proved too much, and he died tho even- 
ing of his arrival, here. Lie leaves one 
son, a clerk in tho Bank of Montreal 
here. His father, retired, lives in Van- 
couver, and his brother, W. J. Mnt- 
thers, is local manager for the Braek- 
mau-Ker Milling Co,

Novel Excuses for Jail 
Breaking.

Vancouver, April 25. — Convict Jones 
dispensed with counsel in his case before 
the Police Magistrate today. He stated 
that he would elect to be tried for jail- 
breaking by a higher court, as he be- 
lieved that his defence would be success- 
ful. The magistrate asked him what 
defence he hud, and the prisoner re- 
plied that his defence was that tho City 
Jail was no fit place to keep a prisoner. 
The magistrate replied that he had lost 
no timo in getting out of jail, hut. he 
thought lie would lose much time in en- 
tering any such plea. Tho prisoner, 
however, held his ground, and tho pre- 
liminary bearing was proceeded with. 
Tho prisoner cross-questioning the wit- 
nesses. The prisoner in examining Of- 
ficers Clough and Grady, tried to prove 
that the wood into which the burs were 
set in the ventilator in his cell door were 
tied with u piece of string, and not even 
nailed. In cross-examin:i|tion, |OfHcer 
Grady said lie had not examined tho 
burs for ten days, hut knew they were 
not tied with string, The prisoner also 
declared that further temptation was 
placed in his way in the shape of two 
boards in the corridor, with which he 
pried open the burs of the kitchen 1 win- 
dow. The magistrate explained that in 
a higher court the prisoner would be 
tried under u section of the net in which 
the minimum penality was mentioned us 
seven yeurs. The section of tho act 
under which he could be tried in the 
Police Court provided for a innximum 



punishment of two years. "Then," said 
the prisoner, "if you say that the most 
you can seuteuce me to is two 3'ears, I 
will change my plea." "You are trying 
to bargain with me," added the magis- 
trate, "do you want to change your 
plea.'" Yes, said the prisoner. I will 
be tried by you, and I plead guilty 
'Then," said the magistrate, "1 will sen 
tence you to two yeurs for breaking jail 
and four years for the ei^ar 'burglary." 
Have you anything, else you want to 
say. Yes, said the prisoner, 'Send me 
to the penitentiary instead of- the jail 
"I will do that said the magistrate.' 
After I was arrested by the plain clothes 
detective up in the West End, with tho 
cigars on mo, the detective and I passed 
Clarke near enough for me to give 
Clarke the sign, and Clarke ducked. The 
detective was never on to it to this day. 
The Ledger representative overheard 
this remark mnde by jail breaker Jones 
to W. -I. Bowser, who was interview- 
ing the prisoner in his cell. A moment 
afterwards tho Ledger representative 
was himself admitted into the presence 
of the young man, who would certainly 
make good material for dime novel reud- 
ing. Jones said, in answer to several 
queries: 'They put me into this chicken 
Coop, and did not oven ask me to stny 
here, and then when I get away they 
wonder how I did it. I could get out 
of here any time with a piece of hoop, 
After I got away from here 1 never re- 
turned to town. I saw no policeman, 
I was never shot at by any policemen. 
That story about seeing me in Fairview 
is wrong. I may have been in Fairview, 
but I saw no police. 1 struck out for 
the woods, whether it was near Fair- 
view or not I don't know. I took the 
rood to Westminster, and came out just 
above Westminster, and crossed the riv- 
in a boat. I was in Washington State 
tlv<2 same day that I got away. It was 
just my rotten luck to get caught over 
there after breaking out of two jails, 
wher Clarke got clean away. I have 
not '.eon Clarke since I got out of here, 
but he's all right. I saw some of the 
"graft" that told mo he got safe away."

The Chinese administration is not 
ready. Russia desires an assurance 

• that China will maintain a sufficient 
police force to repress loenl disorders 
which are continuous throughout Man 

■churia, especially in the mountains. The 
'detachments of Russian troops remain- 
ing in tho country have no object but 
the maintenance .of order locally until 
'China is able to guarantee that order 
will be maintained. The Foreign of- 
•fices adds that the number of railroad 
guards ultimately will not exceed 2,000 
unless under exceptional 1 circumstances. 

Washington, April 25. — Having heard 
from the President, Secretary Hay is 
now in a position to act respecting tho 
Manchuriau matter, indeed, he already 
has taken the J'trst steps, althi 
obvious reasons it is not deemed well to 
indicate t heir nature, but the broad 
statement that tho Department of State jfj e0 "g ld or w 
•is doing what it regards as necessary - m jUj n o. ore ' 
!o meet the issue. 

It is made quite plain, however, to 
avoid misunderstanding of despatches 
from foreign capitals referring to the 
United States, that the Washington gov- 
ernment will join in no general protest 
against Russian action. The State De- 
partment policy is so clearly defined in 
such matters that the officials assume 
it is understood whatever action the 
United States takes will be individual. 
It is true that it may run parallel to the 
action of the other powers similarly in- 
terested, ibut there will be no entangl- 
ing alliance between tho United States 
and those powers. 

In diplomatic circles, developments 
regarding the Chinese situation are an- 
xiously awaited. It is expected by the 
representatives of the powers that Great 
Britain and Japan will act in harmony 
with the United States in the hitter's 
demand upon China not to yield to the 
latest Russian demand. It was pointed] 
out in one quarter that it will make little 
difference whether China accepts or re- 
jects the Russian terms for the evacua- 
tion of Manchuria, since if China re- 
fuses to agree to the terins Russia will 
continue the occupation of Manchuria. 
In another diplomatic quarter the opin- 
ion was expressed that Russia is asking 
more of China than she really hopes to 
obtain, and will be satisfied with the 
acceptance of a compromise. The Rus- 
sian government, it is said, in diplomatic 
circles, justified her course in Manchuria 
oh the ground that Manchuria is em- 
braced within her sphere of influence in 
China, and contends that if is wholly 
within her right to impose in order to 
safeguard her interests there. 

There is no apprehension among the 
representatives of the powers that the 
affairs will lead to anything ibeyond 
diplomatic exchanges.

,1'ho Nineteenth Century for April af 
fords conclusive proof of the great ac- 
tivity of tho popular mind and the keen 
mess of the popular interest in topics 
tearing directly or indirectly upon re- 
ligion. Out of seventeen articles in that 
review, eix deal with questions of re- 
ligious interest. Thero is an article en- 
titled "Tho Crisis in tho Church," an- 
other, "The Church's ILast Chance," 
another, "Loyalty to the Prayer Book," 
another, "An Appeal to the Dean and 
ICanonfl *f Westminster," another, 
•'Tho Gospel of Jlr. F. W. H. Myers," 
and another. "From This World to tho 
Next" It is true that some of these 
articles denl with a special crisis in the 
iChurch of England, but that crisis raises 
the question of religion iu life in one of 
tho most acute forms in which it could 
appeal to English people, although it 
has to io with ecclesiastical polity and 
not with doctrinal belief. In its pres- 
ent form the crisis has been raised by u 
Bill before tho House of Commons 
which penalizes any departure from tho 
proper ministration of the church ser- 
vices, but which in the eyes of tho High 
IChurch party at least, presumes to in- 
terpret what the proper ministration of 
tho church service is. Ther,?, is an ex- 
act historcal analogy between the .pres- 
ent position of the High Church party 
in Bngland and the attitude of that 
purty in Scotland during the ten years' 
conflict from 1833 to 1843, which, upon 
tho disruption of the. church, became 
the Free Church of Scotland. This party 
was. tho High Church pnrty among Pres- 
byterians. While, it believed in a con- 
nection between church and state, it 
would not tolerate interference by the 
state iu what it considered spiritual mat- 
ters. Similarly the High Church party 
in England is speeding towards a dis- 
ruption in the Church of England. In 
the words of 'Lord Halifax, "A strong 
detachment of High Churchmen have 
long ceased to regard disestablishment 
as a positive evil, and are only asking 
themselves whether the time has come 
to work for it as a positive good?" What 
followed the disruption in Scotland 1 was 
an amazing development of ecclesiasti- 
cal force on tho part of those who left 
tho church as by law established, and

If Russia is to secure Manchuria 
without any effective protest, the- ques- 
tion at once suggests itself, at "what 
step in Russia's acquisitions in the Far 
'East will effective protest begin. Th 
■Russian occupation of Manchuria will 
give Japan an interesting time in de- 
fending Korea from Russian aggression. 
Yet the control of Korea is something 
Japan could not suffer to pass into tho 
hands of Russia. Korea is a piece of 
tho Japanese archipelago, accidentally 
attached to the mainland of Asia. When 
that is taken over by Russia, Japan will 
most certainly fight.

New Shingle Tariff.— The new price 
list for shingles for Manitoba and the 
Northwest, which came into effect on 
April 1 last and under which the rates 
were advanced, has been cancelled and 
the old tariff of August 2.". 1002, is in 
effect. At tho last meeting of the B. 
C. Lumber and Shingle Manufacturers' 
Association the question of closing dowu 
tho shingle mills was considered as ow- 
ing to over-production during tho win- 
ter months tho F.astern dealers are 
heavily stocked and orders are becoming 
more scarce. ii is thought, however, 
that the spring demand will soon clear 
off the surplus, stock and will probably 
not be necessary to close the mills for 
any lengthy period. The shortage of 
cars is still hampering the manufac- 
turers and causing a considerable loss 
of business. 



Valuable Shipment. — A' shipment of 
blister chopper, valued at $20,000, has 
been sent from the Crofton smelter to 
New York. The consignment, roughly 
speaking, amounted to forty tons, and 
was taken across the Gulf in two freight 
cars on board the barge Transfer No. 
1, in tow of the tug O.ur. The dene 
weight capacity Of each car is but 40,- 
000 pounds, and no more than that 
weight was placed in each. The twen- 
ty tons of oo]vr>or in each car lay in 
small heaps directly over the trucks, 
and the rest of the car space was 
empty. This is one of the first ship- 
ments of blister copper from Crofton. 
It will be followed by others in the near 
future as the smelter is ■working two 
furnaces continuously, and a third may 
be blown hi shortly to facilitate the 
handling of the large amount of ore the 
smelter is now receiving.

COLLECTION' SEWER /RENTALS. 

A matter which has given civic offi- 
cials a very great amount of worry in 
the past is to be rectified if tho neces- 
sary authority can be obtained from the 
legislature at its present ciessioii. The 
plan at present makes it imperative 
that the city shall first endeavor to col- 
lect sewer rentals from the occupier of 
dwellings, and, failing that, from tho 
owner of the premises. This necessi- 
tates the preparation of an enormous 
roll, cumbered with hundreds of names 
of "occupiers" who aro constantly mov- 
ing from house to house, to the despair 
and confusion of the collector. It is 
proposed to amend the section. Should 
the power sought, he obtained, the lia- 
bility for the payment of tho tax will 
fall on the property owner, who mils 
arrange with his tenant for reimburse- 
ment, or make an arrangement similar 
to that which permits of the prompt col- 
lection of the water rates. 

TAX ON VEHICLES. 
Tho city authorities do not just 
know -where they arc in respect to the 
validity or otherwise of .the "vehicle 
tax." The collector has been vainly 
trying to collect the taxes and has sum- 
moned a certain party, to make a test, 
who refused to pay on the ground that 
the tax is an injustice. Nine times hns 
the eas.o been called in the Police Court, 
but Magistrate Hall has thus far with- 
hold his decision, the point involved be- 
ing a very knotty one. The tax amounts 
to $2 for each vehicle; and business men 
paying a trader's license object to pay-

The recent death of Stephen Paine, a

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, April 18. — The Hon. Wm. 
Stevens Fielding has, during the past 
seven years, made some excellent budget 
speeches. There wits something, how- 
ever, about his utterances of Thursday 
which was unreal. His mutter was 
good, but his manner was poor. There 
was no occasion £or tin's. From a Lib- 
eral standpoint Mr. Fielding had a good 
showing; why, then, the lack of that 
tone of triumph which have been char- 
acteristic of tho budgets of the previous 
six years. 

The policy of the Liberal party us it 
now stands, satisiies no class in this 
country. It cannot meet the wishes of 
tho farmer, who is a free trader, nor 
can it accomplish what the manufac- 
turer demands of it. The leading pro- 
ducers of Upper Canada have already 
expressed themselves as keenly disap- 
pointed with the changes made. Ex- 
cept in the matter of the surtax on Ger- 
man goods, everything is in a delight- 
ful stato of uncertainty. Tlie duty on 
steel rails will not bo imposed until 
such time as the government feels con- 
vinced Itliat the Canadian mills can 
supply Canadian goods of lirst quality V 
When will this be? And who will be 
the judge of the conditions? Tlie Con- 
servative party has always held that it 
was wise to encourage infant industries, 
nnd by assisting them make them strong 
and capable. The Liberals, on the other 
hand, insist that before a manufactory 
will be assisted the industry must be in 
the adult stage. They protect when 
protection is least needed. In binder 
twine mutters they also hint at a re- 
lief for tho manufacturers, but it is 
nothing but a hint. Years ago they 
protested thnt n duty on binder twine 
was an injustice und a hardship. To- 
day they propose to restore that in jus- 
tice and hardship. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
when taxed with inconsistency, held 
that the binder twine industry bad pro- 
gressed wonderfully under free trade. 
If this be so, why afflict Canada with 
another curse? The silver-lend indus- 
tries of British Columbia are to he re- 
lieved in some unknown way. What 
is this unknown way? Mr. Fielding 
says any direct duty on lead would 
affect the raw material of other indus- 
tries ami n general revision would re- 
sult. Why not have tlie general re- 
vision? If the government lias not cour- 
age in its ability to discharge this duty, 
then perhaps it would ibe better for 
them to entrust the fiscal policy of the 
country to tlie care of men who are will- 
ing to put into force the views in which 
they firmly believe. 

■Mr. Fielding swallowed about every- 
thing that whs left of the old Libera] 
platform. Perhaps the most pitiful stage 
of his address was when lie announced 
the threat that unless England granted 
Canada u mutual preference, Canada 
would feel free? to abolish any conces- 
sions she had given to the goods of 
the Mother Country. What a delightful 
change of front. Only a few weeks ago 
Sir William Muloek, who by the way 
slept during almost the whole of Mr. 
Fielding's speech, was in North On- 
turio warning the people of that con- 
stituency that if Hon. Geo. E. Foster 
was elected in tho riding, it meant tint t 
j the British preference was threatened. 
| He pledged himself us a Minister of 
the Crown, as a loyal subject of the 
King, as a man of honor, to use his 
best endeavors to not only maintain the 
present preference, but to increase, if 
possible, tho good understanding be- 
I tween the Motherland and the colony. A 
little over a month afterwards, wo find 
him quietly dozing in his seat in par- 
liament, while n fellow cabinet minister 
destroys the effect of every promise made 
to the North Ontario people. Mr. Field- 
ing has laid it down that if Great 
Britain is prepared to grant a concession 
to Canada, this country in turn, so fur 
as the interests of Canada will permit, 
wijl levy her duties in such a manner 
ns'to discriminate against the products 
of foreign countries, and in favor of 
Great Britain. This was exactly what 
Mr. R. L. Borden proposed in the 
House of Commons last year and the 
year before. It is the very tiling that 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier nnd his followers 
defeated by overwhelming majorities. 
Xow they are glad enough to meet tho 
wishes of tho country by availing them- 
selves of the material which was fash- 
ioned in tlie brain of the leader of the 
opposition. Indeed, they tire, prepared 
to take any policy, at any time and 
under any conditions, if the exigencies 
of the moment warrant it. 

The same line of action was followed 
by the government in regard to the in- 
crease in German duties. Last session 
they voted down a motion of Mr. Kemp 
of Toronto, which provided for a mea- 
sure similar in every respect to that 
which will now be put into operation. 
What is tho meaning of this activity on 
the government side? Can it be that 
we are to have a general election this 
fall? Mr. Blair is working out u fake 
surplus on the Intercolonial, Sir William 
Muloek, is claiming a postal surplus of 
$5,000, which the Auditor-General de- 
clares to be a deficit of $380,000, capital 
expenditure is curtailed to enable the 
government to reduce the public debt for 
the time being. Do these things portend 
an early dissolution of the present par- 
liament? Tlie surplus, so far as can be 
gathered from the financial statement 
in the Canada Gazette, will he the 
suit of paying as few railway subsidies 
as possible this year and meeting them 
in 1003, together with tlie interest that 
may accrue. The same formula is being 
applied to other services, and whilo there 
may be a considerable reduction in the 
public debt this year, tlie increase with 
in 32 months will more thou counter- 
balance tlie apparent saving. 

Where is Mr, Tnrto now that Mr. 
Fielding, has . in a measure nt least 
met the bnd treatment of Canada by 
Germany; has threatened to abolish tlie 
British preference, and hinted at tho 
protection of several industries? The 
ex-Minister of Public Works must now 
place himself fairly and squarely on re- 
cord one way or the other. There is 
no use of him indulging in continuous 
platitudes which mean nothing, nnd ac- 
complish less. The people of Canada, 
tike the members of parliament, have 
an idea thnt Mr. Tartc is not tlie man 
he was generally supposed to be. What 
is lie going to do about tlie government's 
shameful treatment of the farmers, 
manufacturers, and producers of this 
country? .Will it be that he will mildly 
protest, or will lie Lend bis support to 
the men who are really trying to secure 
for tlie manufacturers, mining labor, and 
agricultural interests of this country, 
thnt measure of encouragement which 
is thoh- just clue? Mr. Tarte has a habit 
of toning down his bitterness by an off- 
hand remark to the effect that although 
the mistake has boon made, the in'.en- 
tloii which suggested it wns good. Tin's, 
while it may keep Mr. Tarte friendly 
with tho Liberal prirty, cannot do very 
much in the way of helping the people, 
and the member for St. Mary's division 
must be cither prepnred to go squarely 
in: ) opposition, or else swallow himself. 

Mr. Fielding's nrgumcnts were mot 
In npirited fashion by Mr. B. L. Bor- 
den the lender of the Conservative 
party. The member for Halifax wns 
never in better form and made what 
was undoubtedly tho best speech he hn8 



ever delivered in parliament His voico 
was wed pitched, ami every word wns 
as distinct ns possible. A slight hoarse- 
ness threatened to mar the oration but 
Mr. Borden carried his criticism through 
in good form. When he resumed his 
seat ho was surrounded by Conservative 
members, who warmly greeted him. A 
number of Liberals iilso spoke highly of 
the opposition leader's efforts, and the 
one opinion of those who silt in the 
House was that Mr. Borden was im- 
proving fast as a debater and critic. 

Mr, Borden could hardly see in the 
speech of Mr. Fielding very much to 
congratulate tlie Liberal party on. They 
had abandoned every principle in which 
they professed to believe, and had be- 
trayed every interest which they prom- 
ised to serve, lie condemned their ex- 
pediency, and begged them to take the 
country into their confidence' ■ and u'a- 
nounce their policy in such a way as to 
reassure the business men of the coun- 
try. He called for a policy of Canada 
for Canadians, and in demanding for 
hilior the right lo a fair living wage, Mr. 
Borden has introduced fairly and square- 
ly into polities the right of the working 
man to have his grievances looked after 
by the Federal administration. It is 'a 
good policy to provide that in Canada 
there shall be no lower clnss, as lower 
classes exist in. some foreign countries. 
The industries of this country should 
be built up in such a way that it would 
bo in the interests of the employer, and 
of tlie employed, to consult one anothers 
interests, and by a fair exchange of con- 
fidence to seo to it that both derive as 
groat benefits as possible, the one from 
the investment of his capital, nnd the 
other by his efforts towards using the 
results of that investment to the best 
possiblo advantage. Mr. Borden aims

The same 
remarks reply to scientific investigation, 
with the added advantage that the sup- 
ply and demand are indefinitely great, 
no that the market can never he glutt- 
ed.'- 

Tho general plan urged by Professor 
Pickering is as follows: lie would have 
n central board of advisers, composed of 
leading astronomers of the United States 
who would meet at least once a year- 
and probably at first of tener— to deter- 
mine the apportionment of the income or 
the astronomical trust fund— an income, 
by tho way that should amount to at 
least .-T>0,0tl0 annually to accomplish the 
work that is, from the nstronomer's point 
of view, of pressing importance. This 
Board would be able to place various 
tasks of observation and calculation just 
where they coirld best be performed. 
Every danger of duplication of work 
would thus he eliminated. This in indeed 
a most serious consideration in astro- 
nomy, foe hitherto a most disheartening 
sort of waste of time, money, and ener- 
gy has been noted among astronomical 
observatories throughout the world. Eor 
example, fifty observatories set out to 
observe tbe planet Eros during its op- 
position in 1000, but as far as is known 
only two or three have made the reduc- 
tions necessary to render their observa- 
tions of any value. 

Not only would .the special endowment 
of this new institution have to be man- 
aped by a bord, but a close connection 
with alt astronomical research fund6 
would need to be established as fast as 
possible in ordoT that t r le incomes from 
these, too, should be applied in the most 
effective way. Li fact, it would be desi-- 
able to secure a maximum of centraliza- 
tion of astronomical interests in, the 
hands of the one board. '.Meuibers-hi.p in 
the organization, however would cer- 
tainly have no effect upon the amount ot 
the appropriation offered to any given 
observatory; all that would be necessary 
would be evidence of capacity to do the 
required work. 

One advantage of this centralization 
scheme is that the result from the large 
sums of money at present invested in 
astronomical plants would at once be- 
gin to yield a richer return that now, for 
it must; not he supposed' that every Uol- 
lar given bv .generous friends of science 
to the cause of this science is producing 
ideal results. As a matter .ot history, 
we had at one time in the United States 
a great observatory with no telescope in 
it; a great telescope without a trainee! as- 
tronomer; and a distinguished astro- 
nomer whose valued observations, the 
outgrowth of years of hard work, wer- 
rendered useless for lack of a few hun- 
dred dollars to publish them. Even at 
this writing there are beautiful observa- 
tories in tho United States, equipped 
with powerful telescopes, which lie 
idle and therefore useless a great part 
of the night. Such .an unfortunate stale 
of things has grown up because indi- 
vidual donors have given money hero 
n nd there without consulting the actual 
needs of the science of astronomy. 

Yet the stream of gifts continues to 
,fiow. There is no science more distinct- 
ly popular, none that appeals more dis- 
tinctly to the Imagination, than the study 
Of the starry heavens. Consequently 
money is given freely by individuals to 
this institution and that. The expense of 
conducting the world's leading observa- 
tories seems considerable, even in these 
il'ayu of large figure*. The annual in- 
comes of the Jive richest observatories 
are as -follows: Naval Observatory, 
Washington, $85,000; Paris, ^»:},000; 
Harvard, !jC>0,OOO; Greenwich, .yi!>,0()0; 
Pulkowa, .f4ij,(K)0. The resources of 
the Harvard Observatory, aggregating 
more than ?'.K)0,0O0, represent about onc- 
tifteentb of the total resources of the 
University. The whole amount expended 
annually upon astronomical research is 
said to be not less than half a mttlion 
dollars, representing the interests, at five 
per cent, upon *10,000,000. An add , 
tiona to this capital of one million dol- 
lars, to servo the function of co-orui- 
nating nud regulating astronomical ef- 
forts would, Professor 'Pickering believes 
bave tho immediate effect of onliancmg 
tho usefulness of every really active ob- 
servatory in the world. Existing funds 
for research are all iuissiv.e in the sense 
that they wait for applications and then 
consider what appropriations j can be 
made.

Reading, writing and ciphering; these' 
an our youth were the prime essentials 
of an average education, and even to- j 
day, a fair knowledge of these is the! 
net result of much good' schooling— and j 
not unworthily so. 

'For, in them is caged the soul of civ- 
ilization. Nothing in all the thunder of 
modern industry, nor in the strenuous' 
strife of commerce so differentiates the 
path of our existence from that of the 
savage as does our power of stepping 
aside to consult with dead . sages— of 
adding our word to the manuscript re- 
cords of humanity— and of dealing with 
the inexhaustible logic of figures. 

We have all learned these three simple 
arts — whether we have cultivated them 
to .the (best of it'hieir .]ios>sibHrties is 
doubtful— whether we have even es- 
caped the domination of tho mathemat- 
ical one is a question that bears con- 
sideration. -For this is a world of ci- 
phering, and soon or late, the least prac-

Though the flesh be sad, often and 
again, tho books, thank Heaven, are 
not all read, and whatever, the doubt, 
tho pain or trouble that oppresses, there 
is somewhere in your bookshelves or 
mine, -matter that is consoling andl help- 
ful, if not entirely curative. 

They are not all read, nor can they 
be so, oven to those who are limited by 
circumstances to few volumes. Good 
books are self-multiplying as the -life 
blood of the Hydra and not by oiie pe-- 
rusal nor by many are they to he^ex-J 
terminated, Read and re-read a work of 
worth ami still with another reading 
you Bud much that is new. Your tuind 
expands to a wider capacity between 
lectures ami with each absorbtion' you! 
taste and digest filings that before were 
unheeded-. The wordy are the same, but 
your insight is keener, your outlook has 
broadened and you are nearer to the 
subject of tho author's thoughts. 1 

Eor the lanigo. -e of the writer, how- 
ever clear, is .. faulty and confusing 
medium of expiv.. .1.1 mid it is only 
after repeated tria.s- and attempts; as- 
sisted by tho illumiuauug help of other 
minds and other studu-.-, that you can 
make him wholly yours— and even then 
— you forget, and must commune again. 

Read for help's sake when you are 
dull and crippled. Rut as- the patient 
may acquire a too confiding fondness 
for the stimulant that bears him. through 
his pains, so the reader may develop 
such reliance on the bracing' words of 
strong men as may enervate his own 
character and dwarf the initiative of 
his spirit. 

The old rule of Debit and Credit ap- 
plies here as everywhere.

Your jewels way not he numerous nor 
costly, and your silver may be like- 
wise limited, yet It is worUi while to 
know how to keep what few pieces yon 
have in the best possible condition. Silver 
tarnishes easily, and jewelry Is constantly 
iu contact with dust and oilier substances 
which obscure Its brilliancy when periodi- 
cal cleaning is neglected. 

For cleaning all sorts of Jewelry, except 
pearls, the formula hi general use with jew- 
ellers aud optlcaus Is simple and availublo 
anywhere. The articles are a rat washed in 
benzine, thea lu castlle soap and water, to 
which a little ammonia has been added. 
Kiuso In clean water and dip In alcohol. 
The theory of it Is that the benzine re- 
moves the grease, tho soap and water re- 
moves tlie benzine, the clear water re- 
moves the 'soapsuds uud tho alcohol re- 
moves the water. 

If the gold has lost Its lustre through 
usage or Is tarnlsheil, some further treat- 
ment is necessary. Make- a soJutloa out of 
one quart of water aud one once of cya- 
nide of potassium, aud dip the jewelry In 
It. Then rinse in clean water, and proceed 
as before from this point. 

If gold is dull and requires polishing, rub- 
with a piece of chamois leather upon 
which Jias been pluceil a small puantlty 
of jewelers' rouge. Was off the rouge 
with soap and water: then rinse in clear 
water, <llp In alcohol, and dry In jewel- 
lers' sawdust'. 

Pearl jewelry may be cleaned ta ' tho- 
same manner as Unit containing diamonds, 
except that the benzine bath must ,bu 
omitted -and nil the operations uwist l>o 
performed very quickly, so as to allow ns 
little tlmo as possible to Intervene be- 
tween the first wetting of tho article and 
placing It in the sawaust. 1'earls are of- 
ten cemented In place, and fluids bave it 
tendency to soften the -cement, banco Uao- 
i,eed for speed. 

For cleaning silver plate tho followiug- 
mixture Is recommended: To two ounces 
of French (prepared) chalk add ono-quaxter 
of an ounce of ammonia, four ounces of 
alcohol and two ounces of water. Add 
to this ten grains of cyanide of potassium 
dissolved In two ounces of water. The 
resulting mixture should ho of a creamy 
consistence. Twenty drops of oil of sas- 
safras may be added to give an agreeable 
odor. 

To aipply, pour a little Into a saucer, dip 
In the end of a soft Jewelery b-nis.li, uud go- 
go over the whole surface of the article 
In question. If this happens to be deep- 
ly engraved, use what painters cull a 
"stippling" stroke, which consists of jnfo- 
blng the ends of the bristles Into the re- 
cesses aud the grooves of the chnslng. 
If highly polished, do not use a brush 
at all as It will make minute Bcratchets. 

For use under this latter condition malro- 
n pad of cotton llminel fined with -cotton, 
wool. Dip this into the mixture, going 
over the surface with very light, circular- 
strokes. After the article has Iron re- 
stored to its original whiteness, wash;, 
thoroughly In hot water and >eostUc soap, 
rlnso hi scalding water, and. If it !>e 11 
piece of hollow-ware, like a mug cr a cream- 
pitcher, Invert it, when It will dry almost 
Instantaneously. Then polish with a piece- 
of clean cotton flannel. 

In all polishing of this nature the gretil- 
est care buouIq be taken to exclude wery. 
atom of dust of every sort from tJie clotli 
used for polishing. The best way to in- 
sure freedom from dust Is to buy several 
yards of >cotton llannel, cut Into squares, 
ten or fifteen Inches across nnd pack nway 
in n box fitted with a secure lid. Then 
*ake a freSh piece every time, discarding 
it when the cleaning Is over. 

To prevent silver from tnrnlsWng, plnco- 
a few lumps of camphor in the ibox or 
drawer containing the sliver articles; this 
will neutralize to some extent the ^ases 
which turn silver dark. If Kilver is to be 
stored for some length of time. It should 
be cleaned thoroughly aud placed dn cotton 
llannel bags that can be closed tlghtJy at 
the top. Then these hags should bo 
wrapped In parafflne paper. 

New silver frequently comes from ttio 
jeweler's lacquered: In other words, the 
surface lias been varnished with a solu- 
tion of gniicotton ami ether. This Is dome 
by manufacturers to prevent the silverware- 
being tarnished before It Is sold; also to 
keep the surface In good condition.

THE CURE OF TUBERCULOSIS. 

According to a Router message from 
Vienna. Professor Belirlng, the discoverer 
of SUe dlpttierla serum, lectured before the 
Vienna Medical Society on the 12th last. 
up«n the results of his experiments with 
tuberculosis serum, which Sinve so far 
bfep -confined to animals and have proven 
entirely successful. The professor at pres- 
ent however, considers it Inadvisable to ex- 
periment on human beings. Ills Berum Is 
pioduced by cultivation of the bacillus of 
h-vmnn tuberculosis, which is dried In a 
vacuum In order to prevent loss of viru- 
lence. An ordinary dose consisting of four 
centigrammes of bacilli mixed with water 
It Is Injected subcutaneously to the veins. 
In very few cases, said the lecturer, did 
Hie experiments prove unsatisfactory tm 
account of fever, difficulty in breafiaitig, 
and accelerated pulse, but even in these 
cases tho animals proved Immune afcUimat 
animal tuberculosis. Professor Bebrtog 
found that with younger animals the re- 
action was less than In the case of older 
anlranls. wlileh raftered from severe rea'c- 
ctaioo. besides losing their Immunity quick, 
er He thought therefore, that In the 
event of the serum's pi-oring a success 
persons f-liould be Inoculated In tiholr 
larllest childhood. Trofessor Hearing 
admitted that he was nimble to tell how 
soon 'people might expect to, be able to 
riotect themselves against tuberculosis by 
tho injection of serum. Incidentally the 
lecturer declared that the question of 
heredity was fur less Important than many 
people believed. lie attached greater im- 
portance to contagion, — 'Loudon Times.

One of the most interesting questions 
connected with the reconlt malnifesto 
of the Czar, says the London Times, 
is thut of its origin.

The cheapest fuel will he that which 
supplies the most heat for the least 
money, as the cheapest food is that 
which supplies tho most nutriment for 
the least money. There is, however, a 
distinction to be made between the cheap 
and tho economical in most commodities. 
It is possible to conceive of a thing 
cheap in price, yet not economical. The 
most economical fuel for the engine is 
that which supplies the most energy 
with the least waste and for the least 
money. So the most economical food is 
that which at the least price ie best 
adapted to the needs of the eater. What- 
ever view is taken of the pleasure of the 
table it remains an irrefutable fact that 
the primary need of the eater is nourish- 
ment. The dangers of overfeeding nro 
no less in result or frequency than those 
of malnutrition. This must he com- 
prehended in order to make the argu- 
ments for tho 25-cent dietary quite 
plain. 

The scarcity of a desired article raises 
its price; therefore, those food materials 



sti-ioted. In the experiment cited in tht> 
lecture sixteen girl studenus made ont 
the bills of fa-re which they were willing 
to eat, and which would- furnish tho 
Tight proportion of food Bttbtstanco for 
proper nutrition. The fo»ds included 
fruits, oranges and apples aa the only

The luncheons were good, one 'be- 
ing hasded chicken on toast, fried homi- 
ny, cookies, apricots, tea; uuother, veger, 
table soup, omelet, brown hetty with 
cream. h"or dinner they had soup, meat 
or fish, such vegetables as lettuce, onions, 
carrots, stewed tomatoes, beets, pota- 
toes, pens, lima beans, etc. The dishes 
given indicated tho healthy variatioji 
and the limitation of available materials 
for the price.

'Hothouse or out-of-sea- 
soa foods cost more than those in sea- 
son, while fads or fashions often dictate 
price. '
